The actlon of Pregident Gompers atol
the other ofMcers of the Amerivan Fuml |
eration of Labor In refusing to join in
the atrike, It s clalmed by anth Foderae
tion men, will not serjously altect the
reault.

General Secretary Reichers, of the Na
tional Gurment-Wurkers of America, one
of the higgest of the organizations at
tached to the Federation of Labor, said,

“Many people geem to think that My,
Gompers had the power to order out o
general atrike of wll the Federailon or-
ganizations, and he s criticised for not |
having done so. A8 b matier of fact, be
had no power to do anythipg of the
kind.

“If the public thinks that on his vee
or no every organization would go oul
it is making & big mistake. If he guve
me & peremptory order for my organizo.
tion to that effect 1 would not pay any
alttention to it

“We look upon Mr. Gompers ns a cure-
ful, consarvative man, and we sent him
to look over the ground for un (314
course, his views will have their proper
welght. 1 believe his decision uot to
order & general atrike was bosed on the
fdea that Debs had declared the strike
off. Debs having done that Jert |
nothing to arbitrate, and Gompers was
right In his action,

“Now, however, that Dels says he
never declared the strike off, but that
it 18 on and In (ull foree, there I8
pousibliity for orgunizged labor getting
together and making i bitter fight of It
I do not wee why the Federatlon's last
statement must be considered as foul, In
view of the events which have since
happened.
